*Sec. 1 Public dock feasibility study. Resolved: That the Department of Conservation, in
partnership with other associations and individuals, shall study the feasibility of establishing a dock for
public use or summer rentals or leases of dlip space for public use on Mooselookmeguntic Lake to restore
public access to the lake since the current dock that has been in use has been privately purchased. In
undertaking this study, the department shall examine possible locations accessible over publicly owned
lands.’

SUMMARY

This amendment directs the Department of Conservation, rather than the Department of Inland
Fisheries and Wildlife asin the bill, in partnership with other associations and individuals, to study the
feasibility of establishing adock for public use or summer rentals on M oosel ookmeguntic L ake to restore
public access to the lake since the current dock has been privately purchased. Also in this amendment,
the Department of Conservation would study the feasibility of leases of dlip space and, in undertaking
the study, examine possible locations accessible over publicly owned lands.
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
